There have been no official reports 


of loss of life ,and if all the 14,00 em- 
ployes escaped, 
their 
safety is due 
probably to the fact that a short time 
intervened between the discovery of 
the fire and the moment when 
the 
•flames reached the 
stored ammuni- 
tion. The loss, estimated 
at

than four million dollars, is accounted 
for almost entirely by the destruction 
of shells which the company loads at 
this plant for 
the Russian govern- 


The hundreds of families which fled 
from Kingsland began returning to 
their homes today. 
They entered a 
desolated village. 
The police lifted 
the line they had thrown around the 
residence se'ction in an effort to pre- 
vent looting and assisted the return- 
ing townsmen in putting households 
in order. Some of the dwellings were 
ruined beyond repair. Manv of those 
who ran for safety spent the 
night 
huddled in churches and schools. 
Shells Still Exploding. 
Detonations continued all morning, 
three-inch shells and smaller ones ex- 
ploding. 
Thousands of unexplodeu 
shells "lay on the ground. 
Police in 
high boots searched for bodies on the 
Hackensack meadows 
across which 
many persons 
fled 
after numerous 
hardships. 
It was considered possi- 
ble some of the reported missing may- 
have drowned in the meadow streams.

Madison, Wis., Jan. 12.— Good road 
advocates are enthusiastic 
over the 
recommendations made in 
Governor 
FhUUp's message for the utilization of 
the federal aid and contingent amounts 
addeti thereto for the development of 
a system of state trunk line highways. 
They regard it as a great step for- 
ward in remedying our prut>snt piece- 
meal highway system. It means that 
If the program of the administration 
is carried out, the present state aid 
highway law and appropriations made 
under it, -will be used for the develop- 
ment ol the local roads — town, and 
county — while the federal aid will be 
made the basis of a fund to be set 
aside for a state trunk line system 
based on the state as a unit. Jn speak- 
ing of the matter, P. A. Cannon, execu- 
tive secretary of the Good Roads nsr 
sociation of Wisconsin, which has been 
carrying on a state-wide campaign for 
state trunk lines, said: 
"If the recommendations made by 
Governor Philipp in his message to 
the legislature regarding state trunk 
lines, are carried out, it will mean the 
greatest step forward in highway leg- 
islation since the passage °f the orig- 
inal state aid law. And the indications 
are thai the recommendations •will be 
carried out. 
"Governor Philipn stands squarely 
behind the program" we have been agi- 
tating. He stands for the utilization 
of the federal aid money and amounts 
accruing therefrom, 
for the develop- 
ment of a state trunk line system of 
roads instead of addine-this money to 
the uresent state aid fund and utiliz- 
ing it in the same way as the present 
state aid money. Our state aid high- 
way law is based on the town unit, 
largely with the exception of between 
tweiiij-five and thirty counties on the 
county unit. The roads thus far built. 
have been built from the local town 
point or view which has resulted in 
4,847 miles of road in 3.000 pieces— 
a niece-men 1 highway system. 
"Under the plan recommended in 
the governor's message, a state-wide 
trunk line system will be planned and 
developed, taking a state-wide vlnvi- 
of the problem, instead of the 
local 
view. In the next four years, as the 
trovernor says, we will receive $3.925,- 
415 from the federal government for 
"highways. This must be met by tho

Rice, an ideal food, is still caeap. 
It is almost the only staple that has 
not advanced in price. It is as cheap 
todiiy n- it was a year a,go, and just 
as full as the finest of nutriment. 
Therr is every reason why rice sbouln 
be a staple artic!-9 of diet in the Amer- 
ican homes, even more staple than 
potatoes, for it is more nutritious, 
very easily digested, and when orop- 
erly coked, very palatable. 
Polished rice contains SS per cent, 


of nu-.riments, a little more 
than 


wheat. 
The pr; 
has been severely 
•broTsi'.,' or unpbl 
in nopularity.

The polishing of the rice kernel im- 
proves .its., appearance, giving it a 
pearly g!oss fancied by cooks. The 
polishinc nroceas, however, is a blun- 
der from the standpoint of food -values, 
as it robs the grain of nearly all its 
fat.

Reform Not Sufficient. 


This inquiry is quite important from 


the fact that we hear a great deal 
about the sins ot men, and little about 
their sin. The pastor or evangelist 
very frequently urges men to get right 


uwitti God, and in doing so he often 


'cries: 
"Quit your meanness;" "Get 


on the water wagon;" "Stay at home 
of nights;" "Stop your gossiping," 
etc. 
The result of such exhortation li 


la very many cases prompt obedience 
10 the exhortation of the preacher and 
the life Is greatly Improved. What 
has taken place? Practically nothing 
more than reform, and there is no 
guaranty that it will be pennanent. 


But are these individuartransgrea- 


&ions of law all that is in the mind of 
the Spirit, speaking in the Bible? In 
many places in the. word of God sin 
is spoken of in such connection that 
the individual transgression can hardly 
be in mind. "In sin did my mother 
conceive me;" "God be merciful to me 
a sinner;" "There is a sin (the par- 
ticle is not In the original) not unto 
death;" "I am a sinful man, O Lord;" 
"O wretched man that I am! who shall 
deliver me from the. body of this 
death." In none of these, and many 
more miglit be cited, is there any ref- 
erence to particular sins; the clear in- 
timation is that there is something 
back of the individual sin: a state, or 


• condition, or tendency that is properly 


called sin. 


Sinning the Law of Life. 


When it is said "The soul that sm- 


ooth it shall die," we are not to un- 
derstand that a single sin is in mind, 
any more than when we consider the 
words "He that is born of God sinnetb, 
r.ot." In the latter case it Is not a 
question of a man committing some 
particular sin, as may be easily learned 
from an intelligent study of 
the 


original language. 
In the American 


Revised Version that text is trans- 
lated "Doetli not sin." That is an ap- 
proach to the correct idea, but a bat- 
ter expression would, be "Does not 
practice aiu." That is, sin is not -the 
rule cf the man's life. "The soul that 
sinr.eth it shall die," does not mean 
that a man who commits a single sin, 
or indeed many of them, necessarily 
dies on that account, although he will 
suffer penalty, but it means that the 
man whose law of life is sinning, will 
die. 


Paul doubtless had sins which trou- 


bled him. but he saw something back 
of those particular sins and cried out 
"Who shall deliver me from the body 
of this death?" We can hardly think 
of using extravagant language in that 
connection if he had only in mind re- 
lief from some particular transgres- 
sion; but if ha saw that his whole na- 
ture was changed, he could very rea- 
sonably cry out "I thank God through 
Jesus Chrijt our Lord." 


As long as man only has hla eye on 


his 
individual 
transgressions 
and 


1. thinks ot freeing himself from their 


fevll effects, he is only getting the 


merest part of the blessing of salva- 
tion through Jeaus Christ. HiB pray- 
er for pardon is good, but would be 
much better if he could pray "Create 
in me u clean heart, O God," He is 
then getting at the root of the matter 
for ha readily sees that if the fountain 
is pure the stream will be pure. 


A New Heart Needed. 


Regeneration is fairly well present- 


ed by both ministers and evangelists, 
hut it noeds more emphasis than It IB 
receiving, and if a proper distinction 
"•ouirl bfi made between sin and. sins, 
there would be more thought ot the 
need of the new heart and there would 
ho no satisfaction nor rest until that 
is secured.

would inure him even to martyrdom. 
When at length he felt that he was 
ready to speak and some at least 
ready to hear him, he went to the 
place where the most people would 
naturally congregate. * * * * He 
was granted an immediate and aston- 
ishingly large auditory- It has been 
five hundred years since a prophet's 
voice had fallen upon Israel's ear and 
the reading of the ancient prophets 
in the synagogue was perfunctory. It 
was: uninterpreted by sympathetic ac- 
cent, and so was spiritless and with- 
out- effect. 
The conjunction of man 
and message in John was recognized 
instantly. In this sense he was a 
"man come from God." 
The Jews, 


with their social instincts hated the 
desert, but they recognized it as the 
birthplace of their deliverers. • And 
John had come from the desert. That 
predisposed them in his favor. Again 
ho was of priestly parentage, but of 
a parentage untainted with the vices 
incident to the hierarchy. Finally mat- 
ters had come to such a pass through 
tt 
haughty intolerance of the Roman 


governors and the low and

fawning of puppet priests that ffcyolu- 
tion wab in the air. To some it seem- 
ed that darkest hour, which presages 
dawn.

He made the Jews themselves submit 
to tho sign which they enforced upon 
heathen proselytes to Judajsm. .He 
baptized them.

These here now staphs and streps 
are not moderately virulent or vil- 
lainous ordinarily. ~ But after they 
have been dined and wined, for a time

Not one in a hundred cleanly indi- 
viduals does this. Hence the crops 
•arTbe remedy for crops of boils is 
vaccine treatment.

takes from 
twelve to thirty doses of vaccine. The 
vaccine should be prepared by a bac- 
teriologist, who determines precisely 
which species or strains of germs are 
causing the boils' and makes the vac- 
cine at the individual.
